REFUND POLICY 



VANCOUVER 



GENERAL INFORMATION 



To receive a refund of any portion of tuition fees, you must give Greystone College written notice that you intend to 
withdraw from the program in which you have enrolled. If your Study Permit or Visa is denied, Greystone College will 
retain the lesser of 10% of the total tuition fees due or $400 and, if applicable, the $220 Homestay Placement Fee. 

If you cancel in writing before your program starts, you will receive a refund of the following percentage of your 
tuition fees: 

Less than 7 days after your registration is submitted and at least 30 days or more before the program start date: the greater of 
95% of the total tuition fees or $250. More than 7 days after your registration and at least 30 days or more before the program 
start date: the greater of either 90% of the total tuition fees or total tuition fees minus $1 ,000, Less than 30 days before the 
program start date: the greater of either 80% of the total tuition fees or total fees minus $1 ,300. 

If you cancel in writing or are dismissed from Greystone College after your program starts, you will be refunded the 
following percentage of your tuition fees: 

Less than 10% of program completed: 70% of total tuition fees 
1 0-30% of program completed: 50% of total tuition fees 
More than 30% of program completed: 0% (no refund) 

Where a student withdraws or is dismissed from their program, they are entitled to 100% refund of any as yet to be 
received consumables that have been prepaid. 

If you are eligible for a refund under the conditions above, you will receive the refund within 30 days of Greystone 
College receiving written notice of cancellation or Greystone College's notice to you of dismissal. 



REFUND POLICY - TORONTO 



Greystone College does not guarantee employment for any student who successfully completes a vocational 
program offered by Greystone College. 

Fees are payable in accordance with the fees specified in this Enrolment Contract and all payments of fees shall 
become due forthwith upon a statement of accounting being rendered. Greystone College reserves the right to 
cancel this Enrolment Contract if the undersigned student does not attend classes during the first 14 days of the 
program begins. For information regarding cancellation of this Enrolment Contract and refunds of fees paid, see 
sections 25 to 33 of O. Reg. 41 5/06 made under the Private Career Colleges Act, 2005

DISPUTE RESOLUTION POLICY 



Greystone College encourages an open dialogue between all students and College staff. In the event of a dispute between 
Greystone College and a student the following dispute resolution policy shall be followed. 

Step #1 : An open dialogue between the student and their Academic Director shall take place in the hope of finding a quick 
and mutually acceptable solution to the dispute. 

Step #2: In the event that step #1 is not successful a meeting shall be convened between the student and the Director of 
the school in the hope of finding a mutually acceptable solution to the dispute. (This will take place within 1 week after the 
unsuccessful attempt outlined in step #1) 

Step #3: If step #2 proves to be unsuccessful the student shall submit in writing their complaint and the Director shall respond 
in writing outlining solutions to the dispute. (This will take place within 2 work days of receiving the letter) 

Step #4: If the dispute remains unresolved after step #3 the student may choose to ask for mediation. The cost will be spilt 
between the College and student. The mediator must be impartial and mediation shall take place at the earliest date possible 
once a mediator has been identified.
